1. The terne of refsrence contained in paragraph Ge Appesdix 4 
ef SWNCC 304/1, revised 30 april 1947, in the Charter of the s¥#C 
Subcomaittee on Paychological Yarfare is quoted as fellove: *fhe 
Subcommittee on Peychological Warfare shall utilise the eervicas of 
the Gentrel Intelligence Group (01¢) for necessary tntelligence in 
the preparation of plans, astedies and reports.’ 


2, The Central Intelligence Apency is at Fronent prepartag 
plans and etudies which are denigned to meat the intelligence re~ 
quirenents of a Payehclogical Warfare Agency te se established 
*in tige of war or threst of war ae determined by the Prealdent.” 


3. In order to effect coordination of effort in this respec’, 
so that properly evaluate4 iateliigence may de furnished the 
Paychological ¥arfare Agency, when 4t is eetadlished, it ia re- 
quested that the Department of State and the Dep rtments of the 
aray, Navy end Alr Yoroe prepare detailed plans for the sellection 
of payshological warfare intelligence. It ie also considered 
desirable that the detailed organisational chart of personnel who 
will Be required te collect such intelligenee be indicsted by each 
Department. 
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
